“The brother of sleep, as the ancients 
termed death, has suddenly taken from us a young man of great energy of 
character, of wide and extended influence, and, what is still more important 
in these days of private and public profligacy, a truly good, honest, and Chris- 
tian man. We allude to Edward P. Rudd, the late head of the well-known 
publishing house of Rudd & Carleton.

He then started for himself in Ann 
street, his sole capital being his good name. Edward Livermore, who had 
made quite a stir with the ‘ Doesticks ’ books, was attracted by his business 
habits, and proposed partnership. At their new store in Broadway, 
soon gathered round them the rising lights in the literary world, 
duced to the public several authors who are now established favori' 
in the flush of popularity, Mr. Livermore retired from business.

Poetry, an important work, by Isaac Taylor; The Acts and Writings of the 
Apostles, by C. Pickering Clarke ; and The Gospel the only True Foundation 
of Morality, by the Rev. Joseph Jaques. 

In Fiction, The Home of eld, by Edward Copping, 8 vols.; The 
Frigate and the Lugger, a Nautical Romance, by F. C. Armstrong, 8 vols. ; 
Wild Dayrell, a Biography of a Gentleman Exile; and The Anchoret of Mont- 


serrat, a Tale, 3 vols. ‘ 

Among Jilustrated works we find a sign of the apprenching stesenicde 
English Sacred Poetry, by the Rev. Aris Wilmott, illustrated by Holman 
Hunt, Watson, Gilbert and others. Among Educational works, we have a 
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History of English Literature, in a series of Biographical Sketches, by W. F. 
Collier; Philips’s Atlas of Physical Geography; a companion to Wrigley’s 
Collection of Examples and Problems in Mathematics; in Medical, a Treatise 
on the Structure of the Simple Tissues of the Human ry i by Lionel S. 
Beale, illustrated; and in Law—The Practical Statutes of the Session 1861, 
with Introduction and Notes, and a Copious Index, &c., edited by W. Pater- 
son; while among Juvenile works we find Miss A. B. Edwards’ Little Bird Red 
and Little Bird Blue, a Tale of the Woods, in verse, with colored illustrations 
and borders; and Great Fun for Little Friends, with twenty-nine 4to page 
illustrations. In Poetry we may mention Mr. Edgar Bowring introduces the 
English reader to the Complete Works of Heine, translated in the Original

Jonn Murrny & Co. have got out “ Bethlehem,” by Frederick William 
Faber, D.D., Priest of the Oratory of St. Philip Neri; author of a number of 
well known theological works. 


W. J. Wirpp.eron, successor to J. S. Redfield, publishes a new edition of 
“ The Works of Edgar Allan Poe, in four volumes duodecimo, excellently got up 
in all the mechanical departments, and in every respect worthy of any library, 
especi where American literature, in which Poe holds a prominent place, is 
a feature, The work contains a portrait and memoir of the author, besides ar- 
ticles by Lowell and Willis, Also, ‘‘ Zhe Poetical Works of Edgar Allan Poe,” 
in the pretty blue and gold style. This also has a memoir and portrait. 


f. B. Pererson & Brornens publish in one vol., entitled ‘‘ The Lamplighter’s 
Story ; Down ; the Detective Police ; and other Novelties,” by Charles 
Dickens, which have not been published previously in a connected form ; and, 
“ For Better, For Worse ; a Lovg Story,” from “ Temple Bar.” 





E. P, Durron & Co, send us three new publications, of which “ Lyra Do- 

stica : translated from the ‘ cee Pe J. P. Spitta, by Richard 
Massie : with Additional Selections by Rev. F. D. Huntington, D.D.,” is especially 
adapted to the coming holidays, We quote from the interesting Introduction of the 
American editor : “ In the index to the concluding part of this volume, many, 
if not most, of the elect and imperial names of religious poetry will be 
found. We have not overlooked the originality of Herbert, the reverence of 
Vaughan, (who said of Herbert, ‘ His holy life and verse gained many pious con- 
verts, of whom I am least’); the quaintness of Quarles, the enthusiasm of Wither, 
the energy of Coleridge, nor the varied claims of Mauburn and Drummond, Ma- 
dame Guion and Mrs, Browning, St. Bernard and Herrick, Ken and Keble, Xa- 
vier, Eber and Faber, Nor are the least worthy pieces those which have come 
from anonymous writers, the author of ‘.A few hymns which become an imperish- 
able inheritance to the people of God,’ of whom James Montgomery, in his pre- 
face to the Christian Psalmist, says he would rather be one than ‘ to bequeath 
another epic to the world which should rank his name with Homer, Virgil, and 
Milton.” Another very pretty little volume, very handsomely got up, contains 
“‘ The Mind of Jesus,” “ The Words of Jesus,” aud “‘ The Faithful Promiser.” 
** A Translation of the Syriac-Peshito Version of the Psalms of David ; with Notes 
Critical and Explanatory,” by the Rev.Andrew Oliver, M.A., will be gladly wel- 
comed by biblical and philological students. 


Cuarves Scrrpyer adds to the works of “ Timothy Titcomb,” the popular 
author of “ Letters to the Young,” “ Gold-Foil,” etc., a new one, entitled “Lessons 
in Life: a Series of Familiar Essays.” He says in the Preface: ‘“‘ The quick 
and cordial reception which greeted the author’s ‘ Letters to the Young,’ and his 
more recent series of essays, entitled ‘ Gold-Foil,’ and the constant and sub- 
stantial friendship which has been maintained by the public toward those pro- 
ductions, must stand as his apology for this third venture, in a kindred field of 
effort. It should be—and probably is—unnecessary for the author to say that 
in this book, as in its predecessors, he has endeavored, simply, to treat in a fa- 
miliar and attractive way a few of the most prominent questions which concern 
the life of every thoughtful man and woman. Indeed, he can hardly pretend to 
have done more than to organize, and put into form, the average thinking of 
those who read his books—to place before the people the sum of their own choicer 
judgments—and he neither expects nor wishes for these essays higher praise than 
that which accords to them the quality of common sense.” Also, a “* Commen- 
tary on the Epistles to the Seven Churches in Asia ; Revelations ii., itt., by Richard 
Chenevix Trench, D.D., Dean of Westminster. This work should have many 
readers ; the author’s name requires no recommendation. 





T. O. H. P. Burnnam has got out in paper, 8vo., cheap form, “ For Better, 
For Worse,” a story from “ Temple Bar,” and ‘* Tales of the Day.” It contains 
several illustrations, and is neatly printed. 


Harrer & Broruers publish “ Streaks of Light ; or, Fifty-two Facts from the 
Bible for the Fifty-two Sundays of the Year,” by the author of “ More about 
Jesus,” ** Reading without Tears,” “ Peep of Day,” &c. It contains a number 
of illustrations, and has a very neat appearance. “ Notice to Quit,” is by W. 
G. Wills, author of “‘ Life’s Foreshadowings.” It forms No. 218 of their “ Li- 
brary of Select Novels.” 

J. B. Livprncorr & Co. have got out a lexicographical multum in 
entitled “ Jenkins’s Vest Pocket Lexicon: an English Dictionary of all Except 
Familiar Words ; including the principal scientific and technical Terms, and Fo- 
reign Moneys, Weights, and Measures, omitting what everybody knows, and con- 
taining what everybody wants to know, and cannot readily find,” by Jabez Jenkins, 
who says in his preface: “ The want of general utility in the pocket dictionaries 
heretofore published has arisen from this radical defect, that they are composed 
chiefly of words in common use, such as are familiar to all. By omitting the words 
which every body knows, there is room in this little book for nearly all that any 
one requires to know. The design of the work is promoted also by omitting 
grammatical and terminal variations. For with persons of average common 
sense, words varying, as narrate, narration, narrator, narrative, narratively, would 
all be understood by becoming acquainted with any one of them, and observing the 
mode of use. Many words are formed merely by the addition of a prefix :—see 
table of prefixes and note to Anti. Obsolete and local words are generally 
omitted. The common Latin and French phrases of two and three words, and 
also many of the names of classical mythology, will be found in their alphabeti- 
cal places. Educated persons will remember that the book is designed to meet 
the wants of all classes of readers.” 

Joun Witey publishes “ A Manual of Elementary Geometrical Drawing, in- 
volving Three Dimensions,” by S. Edward Warren, C. E., Prof. of Descriptive 
Geometry and Geometrical Drawing in the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, 
Troy, and author of a Treatise on the Orthographic Projections of Descriptive 
Geometry. 

Watxer, Wise & Co. issue a very pretty juvenile, entitled “ Spectacles 
for Young Eyes,” filled with interesting stories and attractive illustrations. 
The author observes to “ My Dear Young Friends: ” “If through my ‘Spec- 
tacles’ you should be induced to look with interest on the scenes of our early 
New England History, and look around for their contrast in the present, then 
I should know they were not made in vain.” 

Ticknor & Freips have just published a volume entitled “‘ Songs in Many 
Keys,” by Oliver Wendell Holmes. This will be a great treat to the thousands 
who are familiar with the keen insight into character, as if observed by an 
intellectual achromatic microscope, wit, sharp as a lancet, and like a lancet 
always used for a purpose, together with an under-current of warm human 
feeling which pervade and characterize the prose and verse of Prof. Hoimes. 
They also issue in blue and gold, ‘‘ Poems,” by John G. Saxe, containing a 
complete collection of the poetical works of this popular writer. 
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Rostrt Canter & Brorners, have got out “ Thoughts on Holy Seripture,” 
by Francis Bacon, Lord Chancellor of England, compiled by John G. Hall, 
Pastor of the Reformed Dutch Church, Fort Plain, New York. The author 
observes—* To the thoughts of a man like Lord Bacon, on any subject what- 
ever, it is impossible for the world to be indifferent. So massive and com- 
prehensive a mind, and so brilliant and unrivalled a genius, must necessarily 
command the attention, admiration, and reverence of all who can look upon 
them with an eye free from prejudice and envy. ‘The father of modern phi- 
losophy, he was also the great pioneer of modern science, His wonderful in- 
dustry in collecting facts in natural history enabled him, as he himself says 
of Solomon, to ‘ Write of all verdure, from the cedar upon the mountain, to 
the moss upon the wall; and also of all things that live and breathe.’ His 

rofound learning in law, and his extraordinary skill and power in oratory, 
bang added, scarcely any thing seems wanting to give his name the highest 
sanction, o.' to fix the deepest interest of all cultivated minds on what he 
thought and wrote. That he wrote much, and theught more, upon the Bible, 
is by no means the least or dimmest gem in his coronet. The world inherits 
his imperishable avowal, that as much as he admired and loved the works of 
God in nature, he admired and loved his word more in Scripture. ‘Thy crea- 
tures have been my books, but thy Scriptures much more,’ says he. And 
what was so much in his heart and mind, was naturally somewhat taken up 
by his pen. And from that source is this volume.” “ Zhe Near and the 
Werenty Horizons,” is by Madame de Gasparin, highly spoken of by eminent 
literary authorities. Also, four additional vols. of their “ Fireside Library,” 
entitled respectively “Old Margie’s Flower Stall, and other Stories,” *‘ Angus 
Tarlton, or Illustrations of the Fruits of the Spirit,” ‘“‘ Henry Danger. the 
Poacher,” and ‘ The Chief’s Daughter ; or, Daybreak in Britain,” the three 
latter by A. L. O. E. These Juveniles are very neatly got up. 


James Mirter (successor to C. S. Francis & Co.) has just published a 
new and complete edition of the poetical works of the late Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning. 1: is got up in 8 vols., blue and gold, gilt edges, very neatly 
and clearly printed, and will be gladly welcomed by those who wish to pos- 
sess the complete works of one of the most gifted female poets in the English 
language. Also two new Juveniles, respectively entitled “ The Magic Ring, 
and other Oriental Fairy Tales,” from the German of Herder, Liebeskind, and 
Krummacher; and “ Amy Deane, and other Tales,” by Virginia F. Townsend. 
These are both very handsomely printed, and illustrated with a number of 
attractive and spirited engravings. In the Juvenile department, besides the 
above there are new editions of “ The Favorite Scholar,” by Mary Howitt, to- 
gether with several other tales by different writers, and “‘ Old Wonder Eyes ; 
and other Stories for Children,” by Mr. and Mrs. L. K. Lippincott, ‘Grace 
Greenwood.” ‘Undine ; or, the Water Spirit ; also, Sintram and his Com- 
panions,” from the German of Friedrich de la Motte Fouqué, is a new edition 
of a work which has many admirers. 


J. G. Grecory favors us with three additional volumes of the “ Household 
Edition of the works of Charles Dickens.” These present contain “ The Old 
Curtosity Shop.” Each volume contains a fine engraving on steel, excellently 
delineating character and incidents, reviving the most delightful recollections 
of little Nell and her grandfather, Mr. Brass and sister Sally, Dick Swiveller 
and the Marchioness, Kit and the pony, Garland and the amiable dwarf 
Quilp. Of this elegant edition, which reflects credit upon the American 
book press, there are now ready, besides these, “The Pickwick Papers,” 
4 vols., “ Oliver Twist,” 2 vols., “ Nicholas Nickleby,” 4 vols., “Great Expec- 
tations,” 2 vols., fifteen in all.
